I have the honor to submit the following report from 
this Department : 

When I entered upon the duties of the office of Adju- 
tant General, I discovered that all the records pertaining | 
to the Department had been either destroyed or lost during 
the war, and that there was no military organization 
within the limits of the State reporting to the Depart- 
ment, or recognized by it; neither were there any arms 
or ordnance stores belonging to the State. In searching 
for a law under which an organization might be commenced, 
I found an ordinance of the State Convention passed 
November 30, 1867, for the “organization of the volunteer 
militia,” and an act of the Legislature approved August 
11, 1868, relating to the subject of a military organiza- 
tion. Both being incomplete and defective, and it being 
deemed by your Excellency not important in view of the 
general obedience to law and ‘peacefulness that have pre- 
vailed throughout the commonwealth, to hasten a military 
organization, I have in accordance with your instructions 
taken no steps in that direction. Considerable interest, how- 
ever, is now being manifested in the formation of military 
companies, and if the spirit that has universally prevailed 
throughout the States of the Union since the establishment 
of the government, be now encouraged in Alabama, by 
suitable legislation, I am satisfied that a most efficient 
corps of volunteer soldiery, and one that would do honor 
to the State, can be speedily organized. To this end, I 
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would respectfully recommend a thorough revision of our 
military laws “and such legislation as will make effective, 
and creditable to the State, the soldiery that may be or- 
ganized. 

Wish regard to arms, ordnance stores, munitions, &., 
belonging to. the State, І have the honor to report that in 
obedience to instructions from your Excellency, I pro- 
ceeded to Washington on the 10th instant and obtained 


` from the United States Ordnance Department, the follow- 


ing ordnance stores that were due the State of Alabama, 
under the act of Congress of April 22d, 1808, for arming ,
